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Nursing Comes to the Last Frontier

Where the swirling waters of the 
South Saskatchewan bend and curve, 
a painted medicine man once swayed 
and danced to heal his Blackfoot chief. 
Whether it was because of the wildness 
of his supplications or the violence of the 
wind that blew down the valley no one 
knows, but the swift current of the 
mighty river claimed his head-dress of 
beautiful feathers. It was an evil omen 
and the medicine man, losing faith in 
himself, fled into the Cypress Hills to be 
seen no more. Many years later there 
arose, at the site of this accident, a town 
named to commemorate this tragedy, 
and here was founded the first hospital 
for the care of the sick in the North- 
west. Perhaps the gods remembered 
their unkindness and were now making 
restitution. 

The Medicine Hat Hospital opened 
its doors to the sick on January 9, 1890. 
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A grand opening had been planned but 
the formalities had to be postponed on 
account of a severe epidemic of influ- 
enza. However, the formal opening 
when it came, was indeed a gracious 
and historic event. The dedication serv- 
ices were conducted by the Rev. Mr. 
Herald, who paid a tribute to the energy 
and enthusiasm of the citizens who were 
responsible for bringing to a successful 
consummation the work of “this vast 
enterprise”. Although the vast enter- 
prise was staffed with but one nurse and 
her assistant without domestic help, it 
represented careful planning and persis- 
tent effort of a group of people with 
courage, high ideals and an_ altruistic 
spirit. 

The two-storied building was con- 
structed of cut stone and during the 
course of the building the plans were 
altered to provide for a mansard roof 
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which gave rooms on the third storey 
for the nurses and for an isolation, ward. 


The Calgary Herald of January 21, 


1890, carried a detailed account~of the 
Hospital and its furnishings from which 
the following \paragraph is taken: 

The surgéry’ has -a Concrete -and cement 
floor with a sewage pipe in the centre and 
a ceiling ten, feet in height. The three floors 


are plumbed throughout and heated by steam 
and open grates. 


The hospital cost twenty thousand 
dollars and this sum, with the exception 
of a grant of five thousand dollars from 
the Dominion Government and a small 
grant from the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way and Northwest Legislative Assem- 
bly, was raised by private effort and 
individual subscription. Considering that 
Medicine Hat at this time was little 
more than a railroad camp with a few 
scattered ranches beyond, this was a

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noble effort. Among the interesting 


donations was the gift of two handsome 
rattan rocking chairs from the Countess 
of Selkirk and her travelling companion, 
the Countess of Shrewsbury. 


The first superintendent of the new 
hospital was Miss Grace Louise Rey- 
nolds who was a graduate of Leeds, in 
England; her first Matron had been 
Miss Gordon, who had trained under 
Florence Nightingale. Miss Reynolds’ 
assistant was Miss E, Birtles, a graduate 
of the Winnipeg General Hospital. The 
division of work was unique and is 
stated best in Miss Birtles’ own words: 


Miss Reynolds and I managed the work 
between us. She prepared the meals and 
looked after the downstairs work; I at- 
tended to the furnace and did the upstairs 
work, sweeping, dusting, etc., besides at- 
tending to the patients. When any surgical 
work was to be done, we had to arrange the 
work accordingly. Miss Reynolds gave the 
anaesthetic and I looked after the instru- 
ments and waited on the doctors. There was 
no sterilizer, so we had to resort to boiling 
the instruments in a large saucepan with a 
steamer on it for towels and dressings. 


The training school for nurses was 
begun in 1894, and the first class con- 
sisted of two nurses who completed their 
work in January, 1896. Some of the 
rules governing the young lady in train- 
ing are worthy of mention: 


She must spend at least fifteen minutes 
in the open air every day, either within or 
off the hospital grounds, unless excused by 
the lady superintendent; she must attend 
church once every Sunday; and she may not 
receive gentlemen friends in the parlour ex- 
cept by special permission of the 
superintendent.

Although no educational qualifications 
for applicants were stated in the require- 
ments, they did provide for an entrance 
examination in reading, penmanship, 
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arithmetic and English dictation. With 
these simple educational qualifications in 
mind, it is interesting to read the ex- 
amination paper in surgery given the 
first class in 1895. Here is a sample 
question which might confound much 
more erudite candidates: 


Suppose a patient to be brought into the 
hospital with severe lacerations of the arm 
involving all structures — integument, mus- 
cles, tendons, bones and blood vessels — in 
which there is severe haemorrhage, both 
venous and arterial. State what treatment 
and dressing you would apply until the ar- 
rival of a physician and what palliative 
treatment you would adopt in the meantime. 


It is gratifying to note that the two 
candidates obtained ninety per cent of 
the total number of marks. 


In this early School, the training was 
not confined to the hospital. Student 
nurses might be sent to care for any 
urgent case within the great area served 
by the hospital. Nurses were sent as far 
east as Regina, west to Lethbridge, and 
to many intervening points such as Swift 
Current and Maple Creek. The charge 
to the patient made by the Hospital for 
the service of the nurses was one dollar 
per day. The Medicine Hat General 
Hospital has not forgotten its brave be- 
ginning, and today offers excellent care 
to the sick and a superior training to 
student nurses. The school has gradu- 
ated 268 nurses, and the present super- 
intendent is Miss Agnes E. Pederson, 
a graduate of the School. 

January 39, 1941, will mark the 
fiftieth anniversary of the coming of 
the Gray Nuns to Calgary. At two 
o'clock in the morning, four nuns of the 
Order of the Sisters of Charity stepped 
off the train, accompanied by Father 
Leduc who had met them in Winnipeg. 
Not a cab could be found, and into the 
dark and bitterly cold night they walked 
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Mepicine Hat GENERAL HospirAt, 
In 1894.

on their way to the Sacred Heart Con- 
vent. The Calgary of that,day had no 
street lights and, indeed, no streets at 
all between the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road tracks and 19th Avenue where 
the Convent was situated. That walk, 
the darkness, the cold, and the weight 
of their baggage made their coming 
memorable in the annals of the Order. 

On this same day, the four Sisters 
took possession of their new hospital, an 
unfinished building twenty-four feet 
square, two storeys in height and heated 
by one small stove. The Superior of the 
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Holy Cross Hospital in these difficult 
days was Rev. Sister Carroll, well 
known and beloved by early settlers in 
the Calgary district. On April 10, 1891, 
the first patient was admitted to the 
hospital; he was suffering from a severe 
nose-bleed but history does not say 
whether the epistaxis was idiopathic or 
the result of a violent collision — prob- 
ably in the Royal Bar. 


As spring warmed into summer, Sis- 
ter Carroll set out to collect funds in 
the construction camps along the Cana- 
dian Pacific lines. Between April 10 
and the end of the year, 64 patients had 
been admitted; the little hospital was 
already too small and a permanent hos- 
pital was planned in the early months 
of 1892. Rev. Sister Hamel came to 
Calgary in 1892 and selected the site 
of the present Holy Cross Hospital; the 
land was donated by the Oblate Fathers, 
‘who also gave 25,000 bricks. A con- 
tract was signed for the construction 
of a building to cost the staggering sum 
of $6,000. In addition, there was to be 
a heating plant to cost $2,500. To meet 
this expenditure the women of St. 
Mary’s parish held a bazaar and also 
sent one of their members with Sister 
Carroll to collect funds in the neighbour- 
hood of Macleod and Pincher Creek. 
The new building was opened on No- 
vember 20, 1892, and has not closed 
its doors since. In 1929, a new wing 
was added so that the hospital now has 
room for 325 beds. The School of 
Nursing was begun in 1907 and the 
first graduates, five in number, received 
their diplomas on February 8, 1910. 
Each year has seen its quota of well- 
trained nurses go forth from the institu- 
tion and there are now about 144 nurses 
in training. 

The first nurse to graduate in Cal- 
gary was Miss Marion Moodie, who 
formed a class of one to receive her 
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diploma in 1898 from the Calgary Gen- 
eral Hospital. Miss Moodie entered as a 
probationer in the original hospital — 
a small house with accommodation for 
eight patients. Since there was a serious 
demand for nurses, due to the preva- 
lence of typhoid fever which stalked 
along the railroad camps, the Protestant 
Hospital Board deemed it urgent to be- 
gin a training school. Miss Moodie 
writes thus of her first days on proba- 
tion: 


The building had seen the earlier and 
rougher days of the town and when taken 
over as a hospital had bullet holes through 
some of the doors. On the ground floor 
there was one ward holding four beds; an 
office; a dining-room, which was converted 
into an operating room when necessary, and 
a kitchen. Upstairs there were four small 
rooms each holding one bed and, over the 
kitchen, two small rooms for the staff and 
the cook. As the first pupil nurse, I en- 
tered on St. George’s Day, April 23, and 
was sent to get what sleep I could in a 
vacant bed upstairs. I was to commence 
my probation by taking charge while the 
matron and the head nurse got a chance 
to rest. An hour later I was roused to make 
room for a new patient, and until the stone 
building now used as an isolation hospital 
was ready three weeks later, I occupied the 
cook’s room by day while the cook had it 
at night. 


For a probationer, Miss Moodie 
had her hands full. She tells of having 
to watch a man with severe bronchitis, 
downstairs; another with delirium tre- 
mens, upstairs; and in a room opposite, 
one dying of cancer. She had strict or- 
ders to see that one did not choke, the 
second did not jump over the banister, 
and that the third got relief from pain. 
However, as Miss Moodie says, “these 
rules had to be obeyed more in spirit 
than in letter, and all spare moments 
for some nights were spent sitting on 
the top step of the staircase by the can- 
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cer man’s door, in sight of the D.T.’s 
door, and, at any rate, within sound of 
the bronchitis man’s cough”. 

In 1895, the nucleus of the building 
fund was the gift of a young Chinaman 
who, when dying, willed the proceeds 
of the sale of his property to the erection 
of a general hospital. The balance of 
the money was raised by a grant from 
the City, by public subscription and by 
private donations. This building served 
the people of Calgary for fifteen years 
and then became the isolation hospital 
when the present General Hospital was 
opened in 1910. 

Seven hundred and forty-three stu- 
dents have graduated from the Calgary 
General Hospital School of Nursing since 
its inception. These graduates are scat- 
tered over the world and engaged in 
many types of nursing. A strong and 
loyal feeling for their alma mater has 
grown up with the passing of the years 
which has made possible one of the most 
energetic alumnae associations in Can- 
ada. The members have been active in 
contributing to the hospital equipment 
and furnishings, and in 1939 raised 
$1200 for the Canadian Red Cross So- 
ciety by means of a very beautiful ice 
frolic, 


Less than fifty years ago, Indians, 
buffaloes and timber wolves roamed un- 
molested on the undulating uplands 
above the Old Man River. Then, trap- 
pers, wolfers and whiskey-traders dis- 
covered “black stones” which were 
much to be preferred to “buffalo chips” 
as a fuel over which to fry their bacon. 
That discovery produced tremendous 
changes. Near the site of old Fort 
Whoop-up was founded the city of 
Lethbridge, the centre of one of the 
greatest coal-producing areas in the 
world. Big companies moved in to de- 
velop this hidden wealth, and with their 
workers came the need for a_ hospital. 
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The Galt Hospital in Lethbridge was 
the second to be founded in Alberta. It 
was erected by Sir Alexander T. Galt, 
who was then Canadian High Commis- 
sioner in London, and interested in the 
Lethbridge coal deposits. The first me- 
dical superintendent was the late Dr. 
F. H. Mewburn, one of the most colour- 
ful and well-known figures in the medi- 
cal history of pioneer days in the West. 
The school of nursing was established 
in 1910, and the hospital now cares for 
one hundred patients. 

And so time marches on! Buffaloes, 
Indians and trappers no longer roam 
the grassy plains, and railroad construc- 
tion camps are gone from the prairies. 
But we still pay reverent tribute to those 
men and women who with vision and 
courage blazed the trail for the fine 
institutions that now offer care to the 
sick and give opportunities for learning 
the art and science of nursing. 





The Perennial Problem of Pain

Writers of fiction and shallow- 
minded philosophers have for centuries 
created a very inaccurate conception of 
physical pain. It has been held up by 
some as a sort of moral purge, by others 
as a mere idea: which a truly heroic soul 
can master. If there are any physicians 
or nurses who-accept this stoical atti- 
tude toward human suffering, they 
must be very callous, or at least very 
unobservant. But we are all prone to 
underestimate the degree of misery. 
There is only one pain that is easy to 
bear; it is the pain of others (Leriche). 

An acute agonizing pain usually 
dominates the victim’s consciousness. 
For the duration of the painful experi- 
ence he is pre-occupied, unattentive, un- 
able to concentrate on physical and men- 
tal activities. During the agonizing ex- 
perience time passes at a slower pace, 
each minute seems an hour. Very severe 
pains are rarely accompanied by mental 
depression; there is not room for physi- 
cal and moral pain to exist together. 
The presence of two distinct pains si- 
multaneously is rarely noted. Hippo- 
crates has stated, ‘of simultaneous pain 
in two places, the lesser is obliterated by 
the greater.’ Biting one’s finger until 
sharp pain is produced will give com- 
plete relief from a number of dull ach- 
ing pains. This new pain is a welcome 
although temporary relief. Long suffer- 
ing from a single type of severe pain 
makes all other pains pale in compari- 
son. A patient who has suffered from 
trigeminal neuralgia for years will en- 
dure the pain of an alcoholic injection 
with surprising fortitude. 

Contrary to our experience with all 
other sensations pain may never be- 
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come exhausted, never let go. I have 
observed a man who was stricken one 
day with agonizing pain in his right 
arm. For nine years he never went more 
than five minutes in his waking hours 
without suffering a pain like red-hot 
needles pushed up under his nails and 
projected through the skin of his fore- 
arm. His hair was prematurely grey, 
his facial expression so strained and 
wrinkled that he looked fifteen years 
older than his age. Pain was no fortun- 
ate warning, no reaction of defence on 
the part of the body, in that miserable 
man. The lesion responsible for this 
calamity was thrombosis of a tiny artery 
in his brain. This pathological process 
had long since ceased from being an 
active disease, but the pain went march- 
ing on, 

Pain is hopelessly inefficient as a 
warning of disease or mal-function. 
Harmful influences, such for example 
as an overdose of X-rays applied to the 
skin, may proceed to total destruction 
of an area with no hint of pain being 
given. In serious diseases pain does not 
often warn us of danger in time. Con- 
sider the two greatest scourges of man- 
kind, heart disease and cancer. Pain ar- 
rives in these maladies too late to warn 
the victim, and only serves to make him 
more miserable. 

Complete understanding of another’s 
pain is limited by the victim’s intellec- 
tual status and his command of lan- 
guage, because pain is entirely subjec- 
tive. Harassed judges who are required 
to assess damages in cases of alleged 
pain, have often expressed a desire for a 
machine which would measure pain in 
mathematical terms. But such an instru- 
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ment is an impossible conception, for 
there are too many intangible factors 
involved in the matter. Between indi- 
viduals there exists definite varia- 
tions in tolerance and in sensitive- 
ness to pain. Variations in tolerance 
appear frequently as a trait of na- 
tionality, race, or of age. It is said 
that many Cossack soldiers ‘can un- 
dergo operations, such as amputation of 
a foot, without any anesthetic and with 
no sign of discomfort. The “Oi, Oi” of 
the Israelites, which has echoed down 
through the ages as a symbol of con- 
tinued persecution, is no less an evi- 
dence of lessened tolerance for pain. 
Beside causes of increased or. de- 
creased tolerance for pain which may be 
said to arise outside the individual, 


there are many causes within the indi- 
vidual which may vary his tolerance. 
Under the stress of. strong emotion such 
as excitement, anger, or pleasure, the 
threshold of pain becomes temporarily 
raised. The lacrosse player may have no 


recollection of the injury which caused 
his bruise. Prolonged insensitivity to 
pain may occur in periods of religious 
ecstasy. Were it otherwise, many mar- 
tyrs who were burned at the stake 
would surely have cried out in their 
anguish. The practical development of 
hypnotism as an anesthetic agent in 
surgery was only interrupted in the late 
nineties by the chance discovery of 
chloroform and ether. 

In 1932, while on ‘their way to a 
meeting of the British Medical Associa- 
tion in Australia, two learned English 
scientists investigated the act of fire- 
walking by the natives of Fiji. In this 
performance the actors first assemble 
in a native hut where they are shrieked 


at by witch-doctors. Thereafter they run 


outside and dance for several minutes on 
coals of fire. The eminent observers 
were present at the same performance, 
and both of them examined the actors 
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before and after, but they disagreed in 
their conclusions. One claimed that 
there was no manifestation of pain be- 
cause the natives were in an hysterical 
trance, while the other thought that in- 
sensitivity resulted from years of prac- 
tice, by repeated exposure to heat of 
the thick skin on the soles of their feet. 

Disease may be present in an individ- 
ual with no evidence of pain until one 
or more other conditions arise. An in- 
teresting example is the much-quoted 
experience of the German surgeon, 
Billroth. He related that at a concert 
“when the soprano, with incredible as- 
surance, took a high B a quarter of a 
tone too high,” he suffered a severe 
pain in a tooth that had never before 
been painful. On the following day in- 
vestigation showed that the tooth was 
carious. 

Gross examples of insensitivity to 
pain are found in certain cases of men- 
tal defect and insanity. Idiots and im- 
beciles often injure themselves by strik- 
ing their heads, gnawing their hands, 
or threshing their bodies. A story is told 
of an idiot who was found beating his 
head against a wall and when asked 
why he did it replied that “‘t’s so fine 
when I leave off.” Very rarely an in- 
dividual who seems otherwise normal 
exhibits complete absence of the sensa- 
tion of pain. In Robert Ripley’s “Be- 
lieve It or Not Emporium” on Broad- 
way, New York, there is a performer 
from Jersey City named Joseph Cos- 
tello, who claims to be insensitive to 
pain. He proves his contention by sew- 
ing buttons on his chest and by allow- 
ing favoured members of the audience 
to use his bare back as a darts board. 

Perverted trends of conduct may be 
linked with the mechanism of pain. 
Sadism, the desire to inflict pain, and 
masochism, the desire to suffer pain, are 
well recognized psychological states. A 
sublimated form of sadism is apparent 
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to anyone who listens to the crowd at 
a wrestling match, and more brutal 
forms in some of the refined methods 
of Nazi terrorism. 

After these digressions about some 
of the general features of pain let us 
return to the more sordid aspect of pain 
in relation to disease. I have already 
stated that disease which is heralded by 
pain is not always amenable to medical 
treatment. This is seen, for example, 
in some malignant growths of the naso- 
pharynx. In other cases, such as post- 
herpetic neuralgia, the disease becomes 
quiescent but some remaining perver- 
sion of the nerve pathways is responsible 
for a continuous flood of painful im- 
pulses. Again, as in some cases of car- 
cinoma of the mouth and throat, the 
pain may be successfully allayed by seda- 
tives as long as the disease lies within 
the domain of one major sensory nerve; 
but, when the disease spreads further 
afield pain often becomes insufferable. 
It is obviously our duty to do everything 
possible to relieve such misery, by surgi- 
cal measures if medicine alone is not 
sufficient. 

It is sorrowful to reflect on the pre- 
sent state of international conflict when 
we recall the two men who have prob- 
ably contributed more to our under- 
standing of pain and its surgical relief 
than any others. These two men, who 
are personal friends, are a German, 
Professor Foerster, and a Frenchman, 
Professor Leriche. Professor Foerster’s 
outstanding contribution has been a 
study of the surgical procedure for re- 
lief of pain which is termed cordotomy. 
Painful sensation from the extremities 
and from the trunk travel toward the 
spinal cord by devious paths. But once 
these painful impulses enter the spinal 
cord their pathway becomes very lo- 
calized and precise. They enter the 
cord, cross to the opposite side, and as- 
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cend to the brain in a pathway which 
is close to the surface and just in front 
of the middle of the cord. If one of 
these pathways is destroyed the indi- 
vidual will lose all sense of pain on the 
opposite side of his body below the level 
of the lesion. This observation forms 
the basis for cordotomy. In this opera- 
tion the spinal cord is exposed by a 
laminectomy and one or both pain 
tracts are transected. The patient loses. 
the sensation of pain in the affected area 
but not the sensation of touch, and he 
has no loss of motor power, 
Cordotomy is a major operation but 
can be carried out with very little risk 
to life. Unilateral cordotomy has no 
serious complications. Bilateral cordo- 
tomy is apt to be complicated by reten- 
tion of urine which necessitates use of a 
catheter. It is obvious that cordotomy is. 
not an operation to be undertaken light- 
ly, but I feel certain that it is not used 
frequently enough. Its chief value is for 
relief of intractable pain in the trunk 
or legs during the late stages of cancer. 
How frequently do we see patients 
whose death is hastened not alone by 
their cancer, but as much by the ever- 
increasing doses of morphia. Morphia 
may relieve their pain as long as it keeps. 
them asleep. While awake, although 
stupid from large doses of the drug, they 
are yet in misery. If the patient has. 
three months or longer of life in pros- 
pect, and is suffering unbearable pain, 
it is better to relieve his pain by cordo- 
tomy and leave him with a clear mind, 
than to dull his intellect by increasing 
and often ineffective doses of sedative. 
The chief contribution made by Pro- 
fessor Leriche to our understanding of 
pain and its surgical relief has been his. 
repeated demonstration of the important 
role which is played by the sympathetic 
nervous system. ‘This system consists. 
chiefly of a cord of neural tissue which

lies outside the spinal canal, along each 
side of the vertebral column, in the 
lower cervical, thoracic, and upper lum- 
bar region. These sympathetic trunks 
communicate with the spinal cord and 
have in-going and out-going branches 
which pass to every part of the body 
along with the regular spinal nerves 
and in the walls of the blood-vessels. 
Activity of the sympathetic nerves in the 
extremities is manifest by coldness of the 
skin and sweating. If we paralyse, by 
novocain infiltration, the sympathetic 
trunk at the point of entry of fibres 
from a limb, that limb will become 
warm and dry. 

A great number of pains are accom- 
panied, and a few possibly caused, by 
overactivity of the sympathetic nervous 
system. If you have ever nursed on the 
Compensation Board wards of any 
large hospital you will recall a type of 
patient who illustrates this relation. This 
is the man who has received a minor 
puncture wound of a finger, or toe, or 
crushing injury of his hand or foot, and 
who continues to suffer from severe 
pains which appear to be entirely out 
of proportion to the initial injury. In the 
worst of these cases you will note that 
the affected limb is cold and moist in 
contrast to the other limbs. The patient 
protects his limb with extra clothing 
and mitts, and is fearful lest it be acci- 
dentally knocked by a careless examiner. 
He can often predict the onset of stormy 
weather by increasing pain. Any noise 
in his vicinity or emotional upsets ag- 
gravate his distress. He may become a 
harassed, unhappy, miserable being, 
seemingly always immersed in his pain. 
It is easy to label such a man as neuro- 
tic and say that the pain is all in his 
mind. But that is of no help to the pa- 
tient, and it explains nothing. 

Why is the painful limb usually colder 
and moister than the other limbs? Why 
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is the pain so frequently affected by 
changes in weather? Why does the 
pain spread from the site of injury to 
involve the whole limb or even half the 
body? The answer to these and many 
other difficult problems lies in the rela- 
tion of the sympathetic nervous system 
to this type of pain. Leriche has de- 
monstrated repeatedly that if sympathe- 
tic activity in the affected limb is par- 
alysed by infiltration of novocain, the 
pain disappears. Even though the nor- 
mal sensations may be evoked by pin- 
prick, light-touch, heat and cold, the 
individual is rid of his agonizing pain as 
long as the sympathetic nerves remain 
paralysed. Fortunately in many in- 
stances the pains are permanently dimin- 
ished, and in a few cases apparently 
cured by one or more of these simple 
infiltrations. 

There are many types of pain which 
are markedly affected by activity of the 
sympathetic nervous system. It will re- 
quire more years of intensive clinical 
observation before the exact relation. is 
clarified. It is not a problem that can 
be settled by animal experimentation. 
But the final answer will take us a long 
way toward a complete understanding 
of the pain mechanism. Every year 
brings us a more complete understand- 
ing about pain, but a great deal has yet 
to be learned. The greater knowledge 
that every nurse has of this perennial 
problem, the more effective will be her 
efforts to relieve the distress of each in- 
dividual patient.

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Fifty Years of Nursing at the “M.G.H.” 


Mary S. MaTrHEwson 


On February 20, 1890, Miss Nora 
Gertrude Elizabeth Livingston, the 
newly appointed Lady Superintendent, 
arrived at the Montreal General Hos- 
pital — a day to be remembered, for 
it marked the initiation of an era that 
revolutionized the care of patients, and 
the establishment of a Training School 
which earned a place of its own in the 
record of Canadian nursing. ’ 

This Hospital, founded in 1821, 
owed its origin to the little four-roomed 
House of Recovery opened in 1818 by 
the Female Benevolent Society for the 
“relief of those suffering under the 
double calamity of poverty and disease.” 
Through the years the institution ex- 
panded to meet the demands of the 
growing city, and in 1821 a group of 


public spirited citizens assumed respon- 
sibility “for its financial support. The 
first medical school in Canada was con- 
ducted by the -physicians attending the 


hospital, and medical students . were 
taught in the wards after the Edinburgh 
plan. The nursing was carried on by 
untrained women, and although many 
were kindly, they learned by experience 
at the expense of the comfort and 
safety of the patients. 

To meet the increasing demand for 
trained nursing in the Hospital, Miss 
Nightingale was approached in 1875, 
and later in that year Miss Maria 
Machin, a graduate of St. Thomas’s 
in London, with four other trained 
nurses, arrived at the Hospital, the first 
graduates to undertake the proper nurs- 
ing of patients in Montreal. Miss 
Machin brought about many reforms, 
secured further reinforcements from 
England the next year, and prepared 
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to establish a training school. However, 
increasing friction with the governors 
and senior resident led to Miss Machin’s 
resignation in 1878, in spite of the sup- 
port of the majority of the medical 
board. The other Nightingale nurses 
left with her, and Miss Rimmer, an 
English gentlewoman but untrained in 
nursing, was appointed as superinten- 
dent. In 1880 Miss Anna Caroline 
Maxwell of Boston was secured as 
“Lady Trainer of Nurses,” under the 
direction of Miss Rimmer, and a second 
attempt to establish a Training School 
was made. Miss Maxwell found the ad- 
ministrative arrangement impossible and 
left at the end of six months, Both Miss 
Machin and Miss Maxwell later estab- 
lished beyond doubt their qualities of 
professional leadership, but apparently 
considered the obstacles at the Montreal 
General Hospital virtually insurmount- 
able. For nearly ten years Miss Rimmer 
carried on the work with the partially 
trained and untrained women available, 
resigning in 1889 due to ill health. The 
Committee of Management then deter- 
mined to appoint a successor who would 
be competent to establish a Training 
School, and secured the services of Miss 
Livingston, a recent graduate of the 
New York Hospital. 

Nora Gertrude Elizabeth Livingston 
was born on May 17, 1848, at Sault 
Ste. Marie, Michigan, and spent her 
early life in the United States where her 
father was acting in the interests of the 
famous Northwest Company. When she 
was twenty years old, the family came 
to reside at Como, near Montreal. It 
was there that Doctor Shepherd first 
knew her, and he. was later instrumental 
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in persuading her to accept the position 
at the Montreal General Hospital. At 
the time of her appointment Miss Liv- 
ingston was 41 years of age, and had 
been engaged in private nursing in New 
York after completing her training of 
eighteen months at the New York Hos- 
pital in 1889. Two other New York 
graduates came to help her in the un- 
dertaking, Miss Quaife who assisted 
during the day, and Miss Collyer at 
night. 

Immediately revolutionary changes 
took place throughout the Hospital, and 
very shortly a two-year course leading 
to a diploma in nursing was offered to 
suitable girls over 21 years of age. Ap- 
plications poured in and the Training 
School for Nurses was opened on April 
1, 1890, just six weeks after Miss Liv- 
ingston’s advent. In order to meet im- 
mediate needs, the most promising of 
the nurses in the Hospital at the time 
were encouraged to remain. Those 
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chosen were Miss Alicia Dunn, who 
acted as matron after Miss Rimmer left 
and later took charge of the operating 
room, Miss Jessie Preston, and Miss 
Georgina Caroll. Miss Livingston also 
persuaded Miss Julia English, Miss 
Christina McKay and Miss Ellis Chap- 
man, who had formerly nursed in the 
Hospital, to return. These six women 
were given special instruction, and, be- 
cause of their experience, were granted 
badges and diplomas at the end of one 
year, the first graduates of the Train- 
ing School. 

' The curriculum for the two-year 
course included twenty-one lectures cov- 
ering a wide field. Anatomy, physiology, 
hygiene, bandaging, dietetics, emergen- 
cies such as fits, unconsciousness and 
haemorrhage were discussed by the doc- 
tors, whose willingness to help in the 
better preparation of nurses made a 
real contribution to the reputation of the 
School. Nursing practice was learned 
from Miss Livingston by precept and 
example. A twelve-hour duty period for 
day and night nurses was instituted, de- 
cent living quarters provided by the ad- 
dition. of a fourth storey to the Hospital, 
and a uniform introduced which the 
Governors described as “a composition 
of pink and white gown with a neat 
cap and badge,, all esthetic and antisep- 
tic.” The first uniform was made of 
pink and white striped print which was 
replaced in 1894 by a deeper pink print 
with conventional pattern and in 1897 
by the well known MGH monogram 
print which is still worn, with slight 
modifications, 

During the second year, three hun- 
dred applied for admission to the School; 
forty-five were admitted and thirty-six 
retained. The graduates were in de- 
mand for, in addition to preparing 
women to staff the Hospital and for 
private nursing in homes, many calls

were received for nurses to organize 
training schools in other parts of Canada 
and in the United States. Progress was 
made from year to year, and in 1895 
the course was lengthened to three 
years. In 1897 a Nurses’ Home was 
built and a dietitian appointed. In 1906 
a preliminary class was instituted and 
Miss Flora Madeline Shaw, (a member 
of the Class of 1896) after special prep- 
aration at Teachers College in New 
York, was appointed as full-time in- 
structor, the first such appointment in 
Canada. 

Miss Livingston was a particularly 
keen judge of character and ability and 
gathered about her a staff of high prin- 
cipled and competent women. When 
she retired in 1919 because of ill health 
she had laid the foundations of the 
School so well and truly that the task 
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of building for the future was left in 
capable hands. Following her resigna- 
tion, Miss Livingston lived quietly with 
her sister until her death on July 24, 
1927, in her eightieth year, maintain- 
ing a keen interest in her “girls” until 
the end. 

Miss Sarah Edith Young, who suc- 
ceeded Miss Livingston, was born in 
Quebec in 1877 and graduated from 
the Training School in 1900. After a 
brief period of private nursing, Miss 
Young returned to the Hospital to be- 
come second assistant and later first 
assistant to Miss Livingston, remaining 
until 1916 when she was released for 
military nursing service with the Cana- 
dian Forces overseas. In 1919 she was 
recalled, owing to the illness of Miss 
Livingston, and was chosen to carry on 
the work which the founder had begun. 
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During Miss Young’s term of office, 
the teaching staff was trebled and more 
graduate Sisters were appointed to the 
wards. Teaching equipment and library 
facilities were augmented, student nurses 
were given three hours off duty instead 
of one as formerly, and student govern- 
ment was inaugurated. In 1926 a new 
Nurses’ Residence was opened which 
provided more adequate living and re- 
creational accommodation in addition to 
a complete teaching unit, one of the 
most-up-date on the continent. 


At the time of her death in December 
1927, Miss Young was only fifty years 
of age, but she left an imprint on the 
nursing tradition of the Montreal Gen- 
eral Hospital which will never be ef- 
faced. It is rare to find two women so 
entirely different and yet so thoroughly 
imbued with the same high ideals of 
service as Miss Livingston and Miss 
Young, and how much rarer it is when 
a third Superintendent is found who not 
only carries on the best of the old tra- 
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dition, but adds a special contribution 
of her own. Such was indeed the case 
in the choice of Miss Young’s successor, 
Miss Mabel Kathleen Holt, the present 
Superintendent and Principal of the 
School for Nurses. 

Miss Holt was born in Sussex, Eng- 
land, and graduated in 1919, by a coin- 
cidence with the last class under Miss 
Livingston’s régime. After a short time 
spent in private nursing, Miss Holt 
joined the staff as second assistant to 
Miss Young, the next year assuming the 
position of instructor. Miss Holt then 
undertook a year of further study at the 
School for Graduate Nurses, McGill 
University, returning to her own School 
in 1924 as instructor for a time before 
accepting an appointment as assistant 
superintendent of nurses at the Hamil- 
ton General Hospital. She was recalled 
to the Montreal General Hospital on 
account of Miss Young’s illness in 1927 
and in December of the same year Miss. 
Holt was appointed as the third Super- 
intendent of the School. 


During the critical years of the de- 
pression, Miss Holt found ways and 
means to avoid lowering hard-won edu- 
cational standards, She persuaded the 
Committee of Management to permit 
the staffing of the new Private Patients’ 
Pavilion entirely with graduate nurses. 
on the eight-hour plan, which arrange- 
ment considerably relieved an urgent 
unemployment problem. In 1937 a 
public health nurse’ was appointed with 
special responsibility for the development 
of a complete health service for student 
nurses, as well as for the integration of 
preventive aspects throughout the un- 
dergraduate course. 

The years have brought many 
changes, and the twenty-one lectures 
provided for the pioneers have been suc- 
ceeded by a’curriculum in keeping with 
the demands of the new day. The: staff 
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of three graduates and thirty-eight stu- 


dent nurses of 1890 has grown by 
1940 to include a superintendent who 
is also principal of the training school; 
a day and a night assistant; four full- 


time instructors; forty-five 
nurses; two hundred and ten stu- 
dents, in addition to the seventy-six 
graduates serving the Private Patients’ 
Pavilion. More than sixteen hundred 
nurses have been granted the. diploma 
of the School. 

In its first fifty years, three out- 
standing Superintendents have guided 
the destiny of the School, their task 
made possible by the loyal support of 
co-workers too numerous to name in- 
dividually. However, mention must be 
made of three women who have made 
notable contributions to the standard of 
nursing set by the Montreal General 
Hospital — Miss Nora Tedford, for 
twenty-one years. in charge. of the op- 
erating room; Miss Jennie Webster, 


graduate 
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O.B.E., who acted as night superin- 
tendent for thirty-three years; and Miss 
Flora Strumm. For nearly forty years 
Miss Strumm has self-effacingly played 
her part as Assistant in turn to Miss 
Livingston, Miss Young, and Miss Holt, 
acting a a co-ordinating link between 
the old and the new, tiding over each 
change in administration, thus making 
possible a continuity of service which 
has been both invaluable and unique. 

What changes the. next fifty years 
will bring to the practice of nursing it 
would be futile to predict. New and 
better ways will inevitably be found, but 
the spirit of nursing engendered by Miss 
Livingston must be preserved — in her 
own words, “the patient must always 
come first.”

Intestinal Parasites in Man 


W. B. McCuurg, M.D., D.P.H. 


Disease producing parasites of various 
kinds are to be found in the intestine of 
man. In the tropics and subtropics there 
are a large number of these parasites 
and even in temperate climates certain 
forms are quite common. In Canada 
there are a number which are of interest 
from a medical and public health stand- 
point, These organisms may be divided 
into those consisting of.a single cell and 
known as protozoa; and those of many 
cells, the metazoa. Among the protozoa 
there is one which causes dysentery; it 
is the endamoeba histolytica and is the 
cause of endamoebic dysentery. The im- 
portant metazoa are the beef tapeworm 
(taenia saginata), the pork tapeworm 
(taenia solium), the fish tapeworm 
(diphyllobothrium latus), the common 
round worm (ascaris lumbricoides), the 
pinworm (oxyuris vermicularis), and 
the pork round worm (trichinella 
spiralis). 

Dysentery in Canada is most often 
due to bacilli and is known as bacillary 
dysentery. However, cases of endamoe- 
bic dysentery do occur. The organism 
which causes this infestation is the 
endamoeba histolytica and consists of a 
single cell which is four to seven times 
larger than a red blood cell. There are 
two forms of the parasite (1) the ac- 
tively moving form (vegetative form), 
and (2) the resting form (cyst). When 
a person is suffering from the disease 
these vegetative forms are to be found 
in the large intestine where they pro- 
duce severe ulcers in the intestinal wall. 
These ulcers may cause perforation of 
the intestinal wall or severe haemor- 
rhage. In the warm stool under the 
microscope one may see these parasites 
moving about. 
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After the person has been ill for a 
week or more, especially if there has 
not been any treatment given, these 
moving forms decrease in number and 
are replaced by the cysts. The parasite 
decreases in size, produces a thick wall 
around itself and the cyst is formed. 
These cysts are passed in the stool and 
can live for about a week but in fresh 
water they will live for over a month. 
They are easily killed by drying, and in 
one hour by half-strength brine. ‘These 
carriers with the cysts in their stools, 
if they are careless in their personal 
hygiene, carry the disease to well 
persons. 

In order that control may be ef- 
fected, diagnosis of the disease should 
be made as soon as possible. This may 
mean repeated examination of stool 
specimens by the laboratory until the 
parasite has been found. The. case is 
treated with heavy doses of emetine 
hydrochloride or carbarsone. 

Water supplies should be protected. 
If the water is obtained from mountain 
streams or springs, the sources should 
be protected from contamination. 
Chlorine, when used in the dosage for 
killing bacteria, will not kill the cysts. 
Sand filtration is essential to remove 
them. In tourist or trailer camps if there 
is any doubt as to the quality of the 
water it should be either boiled or passed 
through a sand filter. 


In the country, or in summer camps 
where no septic tanks are installed, sani- 
tary flyproof privies are essential. This 
is very important in summer camps as 
tourists from the Southern United States 
are sometimes carriers of the disease. In 
urban districts the sewage should be so 
treated that all the cysts will be re-

moved. If the sewage is not treated and 
flows into a body of water, then the 
raw sewage must be kept away from 
bathing beaches or water intakes. Flies 
and cockroaches may carry the cysts to 
man’s food supply. The cysts will live 
48 hours in the intestine of the fly 
and they may also carry them on their 
feet. Cockroaches may also carry the 
cysts about, therefore all food supplies 
must be protected. 


Tapeworms (cestodes) are  seg- 
mented worms consisting of a small 
head, about pin-head in size, to which is 
attached the segmented body. These 
segments gradually increase in size un- 
til they become ripe at the end of the 
worm. A single worm may be from 
several feet to over forty feet in length 
and the male and female elements are 
present in each segment. When ripe, 
they break off and are to be found in 
the stool. Inside the ripe segments are 
the eggs of the worm. 


Beef tapeworms (taenia saginata) 
are parasites which live in the upper 
part of the small intestine of man. Not 
many worms are present at any one 
time and the segments have no birth 
pores, so that no eggs are seen in the 
stool unless one of the ripe segments is 
broken up and the eggs released. If the 
eggs in the faeces find their way to pas- 
ture land they may be eaten by cattle. 
In tke cattle, larvae are formed which 
find their way to the muscles where 
they live for a long time. When persons 
eat this meat improperly cooked they 
may develop a tapeworm. The patient 
should be treated with male fern to re- 
move the worms. 

Control may be effected by proper 
disposal of faeces; human faeces should 
not be allowed to reach pasture land. 
Meat inspection in abattoirs will pick out 
infected carcasses. In cold storage it

takes three weeks for the larvae in the 
meat to die, but if the meat is frozen 
solid they will be killed in six days. Ade- 
quate cooking of beef is essential; a tem- 
perature of 140 degrees Fahrenheit for 
five minutes will kill the larvae. Smok- 
ing or salting does not kill them for 
some time. 


Pork tapeworms (taenia solium) are 
rare in Canada but persons are infested 
from eating raw or improperly cooked 
pork. The history of this worm is simi- 
lar to that of the beef tapeworm, but 
the pig is the intermediate host. The 
larvae are present in the muscles of the 
pig and the adult tapeworm lives in 
man’s intestine. Occasionally a human 
being with a tapeworm in his intestine 
may become infected with the eggs 
from his own worm. In such a case, the 
eggs hatch and the larvae find their 
way to various parts of the body. They 
have been found in the brain, liver and 
heart as well as in the various muscles. 
The patient should be treated with male 
fern to remove the worms. 

The control of these parasites is ef- 
fected by proper disposal of human 
faeces; pigs will eat human faeces and 
are therefore easily infested. Meat 
should be inspected for infested carcasses 
which are known as “measly pork.” 
These larvae are more resistant than 
beef tapeworm larvae and cold storage 
does not kill them. Adequate cooking is 
essential; a temperature of 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit for five minutes will kill the 
larvae in the meat. 


Fish tapeworms (diphyllobothrium 
latus) may cause infestation in man if 
improperly cooked fish is eaten or even 
by tasting fish before it is cooked. There 
is a birth pore in the segments of this 
worm so that the eggs are always seen 
in the stool of an infested person. When 
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into a lake or 
stream it develops into an actively mov- 
ing form which then finds its way into 
the body of a snail, where it develops. 
When the snail is eaten by a fish, the 
larva undergoes further development in 
the muscles of the fish. 


the egg finds its way 


This worm was first introduced into 
America by Finlanders who settled 
around the Minnesota lakes. Fishes in 
these waters soon became infested, so 
that today many of the fish in the Great 
Lakes have the larvae in their muscles. 
.Fish tapeworms may also form in the 
intestines of dogs that have eaten raw 
fish scraps. When a person has these 
worms he may develop a severe anae- 
mia which resembles pernicious anaemia. 
The anaemia is cured by the removal 
of the parasite. Male fern should be 
given to remove the worms. 

Fish should not be tasted before being 
cooked, and should be thoroughly cooked 
before eating. A temperature of 150 
degrees Fahrenheit for five minutes will 
kill the larvae in the muscles of the fish. 
Untreated human or dog faeces should 
not find their way into lakes or streams 
where the snails will became infested. 
Raw sewage from cities should have a 
preliminary treatment to remove the 
eggs before flowing into lakes. Dogs 
should not be fed raw fish scraps. 


Trichinella spiralis is a round worm 
which is obtained from iafested pork 
and may be transmitted to man if the 
pork is insufficiently cooked. In man’s 
intestine a small round worm develops 
which is about one-sixth of an inch in 
length. In about seven days this worm 
is fully developed and starts to produce 
very small embryos; it does not lay 
eggs. These embryos are about one- 
fiftieth of an inch in length; they pene- 
trate the wall of the intestine and find 
their way to the muscles where the body 
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builds a wall around them. The infes- 
tation in man is very severe and causes 
death in some cases. 

The pig becomes infested by eating 
raw pork scraps in garbage, or by kill- 
ing and eating infested rats; the rats 
get the disease by eating one another as 
they are cannibalistic in nature, or by 
eating infested pork. In the United 
States there is a great deal of this di- 
sease; an infested pig in a meat-packing 
plant may find its way into a large 
batch of sausages and in this way the 
disease becomes more widespread. In 
Canada, there is a federal law which 
states that persons collecting garbage to 
be fed to swine must first obtain a licence 
from the government and that all the 
garbage that they collect must be boiled. 
For this reason the incidence of tri- 
chiniasis in Canada is quite low. 

Control may be effected by the fol- 
lowing measures: uncooked garbage 
should not be fed to swine; pork for 
human consumption should be well 
cooked; as the infestation is kept alive 
among the cannibalistic rat population, 
it is essential to control rats and prevent 
them from coming near swine. 


Pinworms (oxyuris vermicularis) are 
worms which, in man, develop in the 
small intestine and when fully developed 
find their way into the large intestine. 
They are about half an inch in length 
and are also known as thread worms.

through the anus and lay their eggs on 


the skin around it and then return to 
the This movement of the 
worm causes a great deal of itchiness 
around the anus; the eggs when laid 
are fully developed and if swallowed 
they will at once form new worms. In 
this way, children especially are very 
easily re-infested. 


intestine. 
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The eggs are not often found in the 
faeces and, in order to tell whether a 
person is infested or not, a swab is used 
on the end of which is fastened a piece 
of cellophane about one inch square. 
‘This swab is rubbed around the anus 
and any eggs that are there will adhere 
to the cellophane. By placing the cello- 
phane under the microscope any eggs 
which may be present will be seen. 


In the United States, various surveys 
show that about 30 percent of the popu- 
lation have pinworms. In certain insti- 
tutions and hospitals for children in 
Canada, recent investigations have 
shown that from 40 to 70 percent of 
the children harbour the worms. 


One worm will lay from 4000 to 
16,000 eggs, and as many as 4000 
worms have been found in a heavily in- 
fested individual. In homes where cases 
are present, the eggs have been found 
in the house dust, rugs, chairs, and even 
over the tops of door casings where they 
have been carried by air currents. 

In infested homes where there are 
several children the control of this con- 
dition is very difficult as there are so 
many possibilities for reinfestation. All 
persons in the household should be 
treated with drugs to rid them of the 

_ parasites. Hexylresorcinol may be given 
twice a week for two weeks. During the 
course of treatment all the bed linen 
should be boiled twice a week. A thor- 
ough housecleaning should be instituted 
to get rid of the eggs lying around the 
house. 

Personal hygiene is important; the 
hands should be washed before meals 
and after stool. In children, the finger- 
nails should be kept short and in some 
cases collodion on the ends of the fingers 
will keep the eggs from getting under 
the fingernails. The anal region should 
be washed frequently and shower baths 
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are most desirable. In institutions for 
children it has been found that shower 
baths are superior to tub baths to keep 
down the incidence of these worms. 

All members of the household should 
have individual towels. Underclothing 
should not be left lying about and 
should be washed frequently. Vegetables 
and fruits should be washed before be- 
ing eaten in the raw state. 

Round worms (ascaris lumbricoides) 
are worms resembling earthworms, but 
are flesh coloured. Male and female 
worms are usually present; if there is 
only a male worm there will be no eggs 
in the stool but the eggs are constantly 
found when a female worm is present. 
When the eggs are passed in the stool 
they will not infest a person until they 
have undergone a preliminary stage in 
the soil where they will remain alive 
for long periods of time. When one of 
these developed forms in the ground is 
swallowed, the little worm comes out 
of the egg and penetrates the intestine 
and finds its way to the lung where it 
is coughed up and swallowed. It then 
forms the adult worm in the intestine 
and takes about two and a half months 
to become fully grown. The round 
worm in the pig looks very much like 
the human round worm but it is a 
different species and man does not be- 
come infested with the pig ascaris. 

The infested person should be treated 
with drugs such as the oil of chenopo- 
dium to remove the worms. Human 
excreta should be kept away from soil 
where persons may come in contact 
with the developed eggs. Fruits and 
vegetables to be eaten in the raw state 
should be washed before being eaten.’ 
The hands should be washed before 
eating, and unwashed hands should be 
kept away from the region of the mouth.

Book Reviews 


PRINCIPLES OF PSYCHIATRIC 
NURSING,by Mavetene Extiorr In- 
GRAM, R.N. 428 pages. Illustrated. Pub- 
lished by the W. B. Saunders Company ; 
Canadian agents: McAinsh & Co. Lim- 
ited, Toronto. Price, $3.25. 

Reading this book for purposes of review 
seemed like following a trail leading 
through a new and challenging field of 
nursing. Miss Ingram is assistant superin- 
tendent of nurses and head instructor in the 
Sheppard and Enoch Pratt Hospital, Tow- 
son, Md., and evidently owes her mastery 
of her subject to a wide and varied ex- 
perience of mental nursing. This book is 
written expressly for the student nurse and 
contains a wealth of factual detail con- 
cerning the nurse herself, her patient, and 
the nurse-patient relationship. The content 
is assembled into four units; the first deals 
with the development of mental nursing; 
the second with nursing care; and the third 
with an introduction to a study of clinical 
psychiatry. Unit Four gives valuable infor- 
mation concerning the management of men- 
tal patients when travelling. The final 
chapter is devoted to a brief outline of the 
principles of mental hygiene. 

The outstanding merit of this book is its 
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directness and simplicity. Its general ap- 
proach, while eminently sane, is never so 
detached that it fails to convey a sympa- 
thetic understanding of the tragic aspects 
of mental illness. Its usefulness is by no 
means confined to the student of psychia- 
tric nursing. Much of its content could be 
applied in general nursing to equal ad- 
vantage. 


PRACTICAL DIETETICS, with re- 
ference to diet in health and disease, by 
Atma Frances PAatree. Twenty-second 
edition. 868 pages. Illustrated. Canadian 
agents: McAinsh & Co. Limited, Toronto. 
Price, $3.25. 

The fact that a book attains a twenty- 
second edition suggests that it continues to 
serve a useful purpose. Miss Pattee’s classic 
textbook has undergone thorough revision 
and several chapters have been completely 
re-written. The subject matter is arranged 
under the general headings of principles of 
nutrition, diet therapy, and the practical ap- 
plication of principles of nutrition. Vitamins 
are discussed clearly and simply. There is a 
good table of food values showing gram 
portions, average and vitamin 
units. Many excellent recipes are given for 
the cooking of all sorts of food.

Arrangements are being made for 
the customary church services on Sun- 
day, June 23. These are to be held in 
St. Stephen’s Church, and in the Chapel 
at Holy Cross Hospital. 

It will be noted that more time is al- 
lotted to the reports of various commit- 
tees, the national sections, and the pro- 
vincial associations than has been cus- 
tomary at previous general meetings. 
This has become. necessary owing to 
the number and variety of studies which 
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have been underway since 1938; also 
to allow sufficient time for the biennial 
reports by the federated units and na- 
tional sections to be discussed thoroughly.

RED CROSS WAR WORK 


Early in February, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Canadian Red, Cross So- 
ciety issued an invitation to. women’s 
national organizations to send repre- 
sentatives to a day’s conference on the 
various aspects of Red Cross war work. 
The conference was held in Toronto on 
February 29, 1940. The Canadian 
Nurses Association was represented by 
the Executive Secretary, Miss Jean 
Wilson. 


Mrs. A. Plumptre, vice-chairman, 
War Activities for the Canadian Red 
Cross Society, presided and in her open- 
ing remarks explained that during the 
last war a committee representing na- 
tionally organized societies met from 
time to time to confer with the Red 
Cross regarding women’s work in the 
war. It was explained that this commit- 
tee was purely consultative and advisory 
and had no legislative or executive pow- 
ers. The meetings of this committee pro- 
vided opportunity for friendly discus- 
sion of plans and policies and was most 
valuable to the Canadian Red Cross. 
With this past experience in mind it 
was thought advisable to call a confer- 
ence in. order to learn if, after six 
month’s experience in war work, the 
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time had arrived to form a similar com- 
mittee. 


The agenda for this preliminary 
meeting included talks by representa- 
tives of the Canadian Red Cross Socie- 
ty: (1) Dr. F. W. Routley, National 
Commissioner, who recently returned 
to Canada after spending several months 
in England; (2) Mrs. W. R. Camp- 
bell, O.B.E., Chairman of the Wom- 
en’s War Work Committee; and (3) 
Mr. Norman Somerville, Chairman of 
the Central’ Council and Executive 
Committee. 


These talks included reference to 
work already done and plans underway 
for (1) collection and forwarding of 
supplies overseas and to the port of Ha- 
lifax where hundreds of sailors belong- 
ing to British and French ships had ar- 
rived in need of warm clothing, etc.; 
and (2) the hospital at Taplow and the 
Beaver Club in London. The Charter 
of the Canadian Red Cross Society was 
explained as to peace and war time ac- 
tivities, to supplying comforts to pri- 
soners of war and men on active serv- 
ice as well-as to those in hospital. 

Before adjournment, it was decided 
a similar conference should be held two 
months later.

Teacher, Physician, and Friend 


On New Year’s Day 1940, at the 
height of his career, Harry Clifton 
Burgess died — yet he lives and will 
continue to live in our hearts, the hearts 
of those who revered him for his ex- 
ceptional abilities and skills, and who 
loved him for his innate kindness and 
loyalty. Thus we cherish a vivid and 
lasting memory of him who was at once 
our beloved teacher, kind physician, and 
loyal friend. 

As a teacher (for he taught student 
nurses for more than thirty years) we 
remember Dr. Burgess for the brilliance 
of his lectures, each a classic in its sim- 
plicity and adherence to sound facts and 
principles, and we have since learned 
well the wisdom of his precepts and the 
logic of his reasoning. We remember, 
too, his keen sense of humour and ap- 
preciation of the ridiculous — yet, for 
all the laughter we enjoyed at his lec- 
tures, never once did he allow us to for- 
get the seriousness of his text. We re- 
membered what he taught us — and he 
taught us well. He was, indeed, a bril- 
liant teacher, yet his brilliance was never 
consciously exhibited, fer he possessed, 
as well, the humility of the truly great. 


We remember him for his kindness 
to us and his loyal support of nurses and 
nursing in general; he always took an 
interest in us and in our work and, we 
are deeply grateful. His attitude toward 
us, whether as undergraduate or gradu- 
ate nurses, was ever one of confidence 
and trust and one that inspired us to 
give of our best in his service. He had 
the rare and inestimable quality of 
creating in the patient’s mind that same 
sense of complete confidence in the 
nurse which characterized his own at- 
titude toward her; in this he proved 
himself to be a great psychologist, as 
well as a great physician — he knew 
the human body and he knew the hu- 
man mind. 

In times of sickness, his kindness to 
the nurses knew no bounds; he gave 
freely of his time, talent and skill, never 
sparing himself, to all who sought his 
advice — and their numbers are legion. 
He was our physician — our Dr. 
Burgess. 

We mourn him as only those who 
have loved and served their fellow-men 
are mourned, but his memory will live 
in our hearts — the hearts of the nurses.
